Hear Both Sides 
That there are two sides to every 


question is a principle that must be 
handled with care. It does not apply 
to fundamental doctrines and divine 


commandments that God has clearly re- 
vealed 


in the Bible. But it is well to 





remember this principle in evaluating 
human means and methods, and par- 
ticularly in determining the rights and 
wrongs of a matter in dispute. Though 
men may be perfectly honest, there is 
a strong bias in human nature toward 
justifying itself, and this usually per- 
sists for years even after one is con- 
verted. For example, A and B have a 
sharp disagreement. A persuades you 
to hear his side, and he paints such a 
glowing picture of his own fairness, 


good sense, charitableness, and sound 
judgment, that, without once lying, he 
may win you completely over to his 
side, unless you remember that there 
may just possibly be something to be 
said for B. Moreover—still keeping to 
the truth—A can tell certain things 
about B, and withhold others, in such 


a way that the resulting sketch is very 
dark. How ever find our way 
through such mazes of human nature and 
intricacies of the human mind, and ar- 
rive at a just judgment? There are 
several things that lead to the light. 
(1) Ask God silently for guidance, even 


can we 
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as you listen; (2) keep in mind that 
A is likely—though unwittingly—to color 
the story in his favor; (3) remember 
that B will probably bring out factors 
that A forgot to mention; (4) ask A 
questions to get at the whole truth; 
(5) tell A frankly that you cannot con- 
scientiously come to a conclusion with- 
out hearing B’s side; (6) remember that 
when you decide, you will almost cer- 
tainly displease A or B, and you must 
accept this painful duty as part of your 
responsibility, if you are a leader. It 
may be just here that you will have to 
take up your cross as part of the day’s 
work and follow Christ. Solutions are 
sometimes found that satisfy both 
parties, but these are rare. Those who 
are in positions of leadership, and there- 
fore have to form judgments, need to 
walk closely with God, in order to re- 
ceive His guidance, and be guarded 
against a cynicism that suspects every- 
one, or a false charity that is easily 
duped. Only the Word of God and His 
grace can make us wise as serpents and 
harmless as doves,

priests and _ theologians.) This has 
brought a spirited protest from Russian 
Evangelicals in the diaspora, 

The old Russian Synodal version, now 
in use, was made by Russian Orthodox 
clergy and bears marks of intentional 
distortion in the interest of their church 
It has to be used with great care by Rus- 
sian Christians who know only this Rus- 
sian version. For example, note the fol- 
lowing: 

Romans 5:1—‘Therefore being justified.” 

Russian—“Therefore, having justified our- 
selves.” 

Galatians 2:20—“I am crucified with Christ.” 

Russian—"“I have crucified myself with 
Christ.” 

Acts 16:31—‘‘And thou shalt be saved.” 

Russian—*“‘And thou shalt save thyself.” 

Misleading translation of this type is 
so common in the present version as to 
be a serious hindrance to the knowledge 
of the truth among Russian Christians. 

Is this perversion to be repeated in 
the proposed new version? Russian 
Evangelicals fear it. The British and 
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Foreign Bible Society is taking the whole 
financial responsibility for translation and 
publication. The chairman of the Com- 
mittee of Translation is Dr. D,. A. Lowrie 
of the Y.M.C.A., Paris, who has never 
shown the slightest interest in Russian 
Evangelicals, but an immense enthusiasm 
for the Greek Orthodox Church. In- 
deed, he published some years ago a 
book regarding it which has been zeal- 
ously distributed by Greek Orthodox 
people. Under his guidance the Y.M.C.A, 
in Paris actively supports the Russian 
Orthodox Church in many ways, assist- 
ing in the publication and sale of its 
literature, and the like. 

Among those on the large committee 
for translation are Archimandrites 
Methodius and Sylvester, Arch Priest G. 
Florovsky, Priests S. Shchukin and A. 
Dreving, V. N. Lossky, D. K. Zaytzev, 
V. V. Veydle, Prince D. Obolensky. The 
chief translator is Bishop Cassian. The 
draft of the translation will be sent to 
eminent hierarchs of the Orthodox 
Church, the Metropolitans Vladimir, An- 
astasius, Leontius, Bishop Shakhovskoy, 
the Serbian Bishop Velemirovich. The 
Oecumenical Patriarch Athenagoras 
gives the committee his official blessing. 

All are members of the Orthodox 
Church. Most of them are clergy in it. 
Not a single representative of Russian 
Evangelical Christianity is included! 

Yet Russian Evangelical Christians are 
no small body. In Russia itself their 
community is, in Soviet statistics, re- 
ported as numbering about ten million. 
Outside Soviet Russia, in nearly all 
parts of the world, there are consider- 
able contingents of Russian Evangelicals. 
The United Evangelical movement in 
Russia has absorbed the earlier Stundist 
movement of the nineteenth century 
and now embraces practically all Rus- 
sian Evangelicals. These people are 
steadfast in faith, love the Lord, and 
have experienced the new birth. 

Russian Evangelicals, both prior to and 
after the Revolution of 1917, were prac- 
tically the only people who read the 
Scriptures zealously and purchased and 
distributed hundreds of thousands of 
copies. Thousands of copies of the Scrip- 
tures were handed out to the Greek Or- 
thodox clergy by the Evangelicals for 
distribution in Orthodox parishes and 
schools. In general the Bible is not dis- 
tributed by the Orthodox clergy unless 
its members are challenged by Evangel- 
ical preachers. Then they feel they must 
show some sign of life and so, from time 
to time, distribute some copies. 

Because of the zeal of Russian Evan- 
gelicals, hundreds of thousands of unre- 
generate Greek Orthodox now have the 
Russian Bible and are beginning to take 
interest in it. Where Evangelicals are 


not at work, the Orthodox Church is 
content to carry on its lifeless ritualistic 
services, leaving its members in com- 
plete ignorance of the truth. Their dis- 
tribution is chiefly of small crosses of 
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paper, wooden images, prayer chains, 
and sometimes prayer books similar to 
those of Roman Catholics. This is the 
church which, with the Czar’s police, 
mercilessly persecuted, imprisoned, ex- 
iled, and tortured Evangelicals. Yet, if 
it were not for Russian Evangelicals, 
there would be little or no demand for 
Scriptures today in Russia and no least 
need for any new translation. Only 
born-again Christians, who have expe- 
rienced the saving power of the inspired 
Word of God, have the desire to spread 
the Gospel message on printed page. 

To these elite Christians, the Russian 
bishops, priests, and theologians apply 
the contemptuous name of “Sectarians,” 
yet they are quite ready to receive the 
financial favors of the corresponding 
groups in America and England. 

If the new translation is on the same 
clerical and sacerdotal lines, it will en- 
danger the faith of Christians by its old 
distortions of doctrinal truth. “One sim- 
ply dreads the results of the new under- 
taking commenced by the British Bible 
Society,” write these Russian remon- 
strants. “The Committee of Translators 
and Editors of the Russian Bible should 
be radically reorganized and _ supple- 
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mented by a sufficiently large number 
of representatives of Russian Evangeli- 
cal Christianity.” 

That seems reasonable enough. This 
action of the British Bible Society is an 
outworking of the foolish ecumenical] 
movement, which outworking, if it can- 
not now be suppressed, should at least 
be corrected as far as possible. 

There is this further consideration. 
The ninety millions of Greek Orthodox 
of 1917 have greatly shrunk. It is even 
possible that the actual membership of 
the Greek Orthodox Church is not more 
than that of Russian Evangelical Chris- 
tianity. Even numerically, then, there 
is little reason why the Orthodox clergy 
should be given the sole right of trans- 
lation of Scripture. Greek Orthodox 
translators will undoubtedly keep in 
mind the large number of Russian Evan- 
gelicals, will consider them as compet- 
itors, and will be tempted to treat Scrip. 


ture in a fashion to hinder future 
soul-saving work among the Russian 
people. Their translation will tend to 


strengthen the unscriptural teachings of 
the Greek Orthodox Church. 
When the present Bolshevik tyranny

The Lutheran Hour Today 
and a Question About Paul 


Would you kindly advise what 
has become of the Lutheran Hour? 
One local Lutheran ventured that the 
radio ministry of Billy Graham was 
now being aided privately by Lutheran 
laymen who formerly aided in that 
great radio broadcast in fifty lan- 
guages. ° 

Also, would you kindly give your 
opinion on this. When the Apostle 
Paul was opposed by learned Jews 
who contradicted him, he said, “Be- 
hold, ye despisers, and wonder, and 
perish” (Acts 13:41). Again, he shook 
off the dust of his feet for a testimony 
against them, and evidently was not 
wounded in his own spirit. But when 
the maid spoke the truth about his 
ministry, he was “sore troubled” (Acts 
16:18, R.V.). 


Granting that Satan was equally the 
prompter of those men opposing Paul, 
and the maid speaking out, why was 
Paul “sore troubled” only by what the 
girl said? With the men who opposed 
his teaching, he apparently was filled 
with righteous indignation.—Sincerely 
a fellow believer. 

In answer to an inquiry from the Edi- 
tor, Dr. Eugene R. Bertermann, Lutheran 
Hour director, has replied as follows: 


It may well be that certain Lutheran 
people have contributed toward the 
work of Dr. Billy Graham. As a mat- 
ter of fact, I would be surprised if 
this were not the case. However, we 
have not found, as a pure matter of 
historical record, that our broadcast 
has suffered because of the other. 

The Lutheran Hour is currently be- 
ing broadcast over approximately 1,150 
stations. We are still broadcasting in 


thirty-six languages, and the number 
of countries has grown, by the grace 
of God, to fifty-six. We thank God 
for the fact that the contributions have 
continued to hold up, and that we are 
running on as large a volume as at 
any time. 


This fall, on September 7, “Bringing 
Christ to the Nations” will inaugurate 
its twentieth season. We are now lay- 
ing plans for the addition of twenty 
countries and twenty languages at that 
time. 

Replying to the question about Paul: 
In the first place, the Scripture does 
not tell us specifically what made the 
difference in Paul’s attitude and action 
on these two occasions. But we can 
draw some inferences from what is re- 
vealed. 

Paul’s speech recorded in Acts 13 was 
delivered in the synagogue at Antioch 
in Pisidia, when “the rulers of the syna- 
gogue” invited him to speak. When he 
said, “Behold, ye despisers, and wonder, 
and perish,” he introduced these words 
by saying, “Beware therefore, lest that 
come upon you, which is spoken of in 
the prophets,” and he quoted from Ha- 
bakkuk 1:5. So it was a warning to the 
Jewish rulers as official representatives 
of Israel, which had rejected Christ. He 
evidently was sustained and guided by 
the Spirit of God in making that address 
in the synagogue, and supernaturally 
reminded of the warning in Habakkuk. 

It should be noted that the young 
woman at Philippi was “possessed with 
a spirit of divination,” or literally “a

Ill. Salvation and Victory: 


God's provision for our present salvation 
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N THE early years of the Victorious 

Life Testimony, Dr. W. H. Griffith 

Thomas gave a notable address on 
the victorious life. He opened by tell- 
ing the story of a Salvation Army lassie 
in the city of Durham in the north of 
England. She met an old gentleman 
dressed in the garb of a Church of Eng- 
land clergyman and said to him, “Sir, 
are you saved?” As a Salvation Army 
soldier she was well instructed in the 
fact that a man might be a clergyman 
and yet might not be saved. 

The old gentleman looked down with 
a beautiful smile, characteristic of him, 
and said to her: “Do you mean esothen? 
or do you mean sozominos? or do you 
mean sothesomai?” 

She looked up with astonishment and 
wondered if she were speaking to a 
foreigner. The clergyman, Dr. Griffith 
Thomas said, was Bishop Westcott 
Reckoned as the greatest Greek scholar 
in the world, this bishop was also a 
humble Christian, who dearly loved the 
Lord. He was using the Greek word 
for “saved,” and he was asking the Sal- 
vation Army lassie, “Do you mean, Have 
I been saved? or do you mean, Am I 
being saved? or do you mean, Will I 
be saved?” Dr. Griffith Thomas added 
that before the Salvation Army lassie 
left she learned more about salvation 
from the great scholar and humble 
Christian. There is one Saviour and one 
salvation, but salvation is threefold. It 
is salvation past, present, and future; 
or perhaps more accurately, salvation 
begun, salvation continued, and salva- 
tion completed. 

Victorious living means present salva- 
tion, or salvation continued. What is 
the relation between this present salva- 
tion and salvation begun? What is the 
relation between salvation present and 
salvation completed? 


Salvation Begun and Continued 

There are two verses that give a defi- 
nite message as to the relation between 
salvation begun and salvation continued. 
One, Colossians 2:6, is in terms of the 
Lord Jesus, and the other, Galatians 
5:25, is in terms of the Holy Spirit: 

“As therefore ye received Christ Jesus 
the Lord, so walk in him” (R.V.). 

“If we live by the Spirit, by the Spirit 
let us also walk” (R.V.). 

When we receive Jesus Christ we are 
counted righteous before God because 
we are in Christ, and His righteousness 
is set down to our account. At the same 
time we are born of the Spirit. We 
“live by the Spirit” in the sense that 
we have eternal life. 

We have studied God’s standard for 
living this Christian life. We are to

walk in the Spirit, walk in newness of 
life, walk worthily of God, walk worth- 
ily of our high calling, walk in love, 
walk in truth, walk as Jesus walked, 
walk in Christ, walk by faith. These 
wonderful “walking verses” refer to our 
moment-by-moment living day by day. 
For this miracle life God has made a 
miracle provision. Before we study this 
supernatural provision of God for vic- 
torious living, let us consider the rela- 
tion between our conversion and this 
present experience. There are Chris- 
tians who have had a great climactic 
experience of salvation. They know the 
occasion when they passed from dark- 
ness to light, from death to life, from 
the power of Satan to the power of God. 
Other Christians are sure of their sal- 
vation, but they do not know the occa- 
sion. They may have been born again 
when they were young children, three 
or four years of age. In either case, 
we must go to God’s Word to under- 
stand what happened to us when we 
were saved. We are new creations in 
Christ. Our salvation was a great mir- 
acle. Now as we face God's standard, we 
may have a great hunger for a victory 
that we do not have. How far may 
Christians have victory over sin? How 
far may they have power in Christian 
service? Is it possible for defeated 
Christians to enter into a new experi- 
ence of victory in Christ? Is it possible 
to have an experience like Paul's? 
Two answers have been given to this 
question by equally devoted and schol- 
arly teachers. One answer is that Chris- 
tians need a second work of grace. 
Such was the teaching of John Wes- 
ley and of many of the great Wesleyan 
leaders that followed him. They taught 
“entire sanctification,” or “Christian 
perfection,” as a second distinct work of 
grace following regeneration. This has 
also been spoken of as the doctrine of 
“eradication,” that is, the rooting out of

the sin nature or of “inbred sin.” How- 
ever, Wesley himself discouraged the 
use of the term “eradication” or “sin- 
lessness.” 

John Wesley and many of his fol- 
lowers lived a victorious, triumphant 
life as Paul did. He stirred the hunger 
of multiplied thousands of Christians to 
seek after a life like that. 

The other view, usually thought of 
as the Calvinistic view, is that the dif- 
ferences between truly born-again Chris- 
tians are differences of degree only 
Christians grow from one degree of sanc- 
tification or holiness to another degree 
sometimes slowly and sometimes more 
rapidly, and with many hindrances, All 
Christians should seek after perfection 
but they are aiming at an ideal which 
is never attained in this life 

When equally devoted and scholarly 
Christians differ on a point like this, we 
shall usually find that there is truth 
on both sides. Wesley held that thers 
was a standard of “Christian perfection” 
which is attainable. The difference here 
was partly a difference of definition 
Wesley wrote that if sin was any falling 
short of the perfect moral law of God, 
he would freely admit that no man on 
earth is sinless. But he defines sin as an 
act of the will, and thus lowered the 
standard to “Christian perfection.” How- 
ever, in lowering the standard he really 
raised the standard far above where 
Christians were living. The Methodists 
in those days were really doing what 
the Calvinists said they were supposed 
to do, namely, striving toward holiness 
Many of the Calvinists were living at a 
low level, holding to the doctrine that 
Christians could do no other than sin 
Now if a Christian is ignorant of God's 
provision for victorious living, or if he 
has failed to surrender, or has failed in 
other things that he is responsible for, 
then the Christian is defeated, and he 
needs a definite crisis. 


The Normal Christian Life 

If a Christian should live normally 
according to the New Testament pattern 
if he should continue to walk in the 
Spirit, when he is born of the Spirit, 
yielded to Christ and trusting Him, there 
would be no occasion for a second great 


crisis. But the vast majority of Chris- 
tians, through lack of teaching or 


through lack of abiding in Christ, are 
living defeated lives and they are nct 
living normal Christian lives by the 
power of the Holy Spirit. Thus it is 
not simply a question of a difference of 
degree among Christians 

There are several forms of the second 
work of grace teaching Some _ teach 
the fullness of the Holy Spirit as a sec- 
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ond, distinct work of grace. Others 
teach the “baptism of the Spirit” for 
power in service. The Pentecostal 
groups teach the baptism of the Spirit 
as an experience subsequent to regen- 
eration, which is evidenced by one or 
more of the supernatural gifts of the 
Spirit. Most of the Pentecostal groups 
hold that the initial evidence of such a 
baptism is speaking in tongues, 

The crying need of individual Chris- 
tians today and of the Christian church 
is for the mighty power of the Holy 
Spirit such as was manifested in the 
early years of the Christian church, The 
disciples were to be clothed in power 
when the Holy Spirit came upon them. 
This power was given that the Gospel 
might go to the uttermost part of the 
earth. It is very evident then that this 
supernatural power is needed until the 
work of the church is finished, until the 
great commission is completed. Real 
Christian work can be carried on only 
by supernatural power. All of these 
forms of the second work of grace are 
expressions of the longing of the Chris- 
tian to enter into this life of victory and 
this life of power presented in the New 
Testament, 

Nevertheless, it seems clear that the 
New Testament Scriptures present one 
great “work of grace” so far as present 
salvation is concerned. A man who is 
saved is brought out of darkness into 
Christ’s marvelous light, out of death 
into life, out of bondage into freedom. 
He is in Christ, and Christ is dwelling 
in him. His body becomes the temple 
of the Holy Spirit. He is born of the 
Spirit. He has the witness of the Spirit 
that he is a child of God. He is indwelt 
by the Spirit. He becomes a member 
of the body of Christ, and it seems clear 
that the Scriptures speak of his being 
baptized by the Spirit into the body of 
Christ. In all the New Testament Epis- 
tles there is but one sentence which re- 
fers by name to the baptism of the Holy 
Spirit. , This is 1 Corinthians 12:13: “For 
in one Spirit were we all baptized into 
one body, whether Jews or Greeks, 
whether bond or free; and were all made 
to drink of one Spirit” (R.V.). If a 
man is not in the body of Christ then 
he does not belong to Him, and he gets 
into the body of Christ through the bap- 
tism of the Holy Spirit. 

There is no command or urging in all 
of the New Testament Epistles that 
Christians should seek for the baptism 
of the Spirit, attested by speaking in 
tongues, or attested in any other way. 
Yet if this is the thing that Christians 
need, it is surely the most important 
thing to urge upon Christians today, to 
seek the baptism. 

Nevertheless, those who believe that 
miracles of healing and other mighty 
demonstrations of God’s power have not 
ceased are the Christians who have faith 
for these very miracles. The gift of 


apostleship ceased after the apostolic 
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days, and doubtless many special mir- 
acles associated with the apostles ceased. 
But there is nothing in the New Testa- 
ment to indicate that these gifts of the 
Spirit have ceased. Christians are to 
desire earnestly the greater gifts. Pres- 
ent salvation includes a life of fellow- 
ship with God; a life of joy and peace 
and thanksgiving; a life in which the 
Bible and prayer are great realities; a 
life of victory over sin; a conquest of 
the world, the flesh, and the Devil: a 
life of victory over lust and covetous- 
ness and pride. But also it is a life of 
power in service. The different super- 
natural gifts of the Spirit are not given 
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to all Christians alike, but through one 
and another Christian these mighty gifts 
of the Spirit are to be manifested. 

What is God’s message then to the 
defeated Christian? The answer must 
be found in the study of four truths: 
First, God’s standard for Christian liy- 
ing, which we have already considered; 
second, God’s provision for Christian liy- 
ing; third, our personal responsibility in 
the matter of taking advantage of that 
provision, and thus entering into victory 
out of a life of defeat; and fourth, our 
responsibility for continuing day by day 
in this victory.

Why Young People Drop Out of Sunday School 


When teaching the facts of the Bible is substituted for leading pupils to Christ 


AVE you ever wondered why it is 
that so many boys and girls who 
have been brought up in the Sunday 
school cease to attend when they reach 
the teen-age? Once they were concerned 
about the things of God and His beloved 
Son. They may have united with the 
church and were considered Christians 
by themselves and others, but appar- 
ently they hawe no spiritual appetite, 
and later they evidence no interest in 
the things of God and cease to attend 
services. There must be a reason for this 
indifference. What is it? Is it not be- 
cause they were never led definitely to 
receive Jesus Christ as Saviour, to con- 
fess Him as Lord? They were never 
led to experience the new birth through 
believing the Word of God that, through 
Christ, God has given them eternal life. 
Being taught Sunday after Sunday the 
facts of the Bible they have obtained 
much Biblical knowledge but have not 
received the gift of God or realized 
their sinful condition and their need of 
being saved from the penalty and power 
of inbred sin. Every teacher should 
realize that every scholar needs to un- 
derstand his need of God’s salvation, and 
that the Gospel of Christ is the power 
of God, and the only power, that will 
save and keep and satisfy, so that those 
who are saved, whether young or old, 
will have an appetite, and a growing 
appetite, for the things of God. 

If a Sunday school teacher merely 
teaches the facts of the Bible without 
leading the boy or girl to receive by 
faith the gift of God, which is eternal 
life, and to speak out the word of faith 
mentioned in Romans 10:8, then such 
teaching is vain. This “word of faith” 
is one of great importance, and it is a 
failure to speak that word of faith based 
upon the Word of God (and God cannot 
lie) that reveals a lack of assurance of 
salvation on the part of so many, both 
young and old.

There are those who apparently re- 
ceive Jesus Christ as Saviour, but never 
confess Him as Lord or believe in their 
hearts that God raised Him from the 
dead, after He had given Himself as a 
perfect sacrifice for sin and shed His 
precious blood for the remission of sins 
on Calvary’s cross. When such persons 
are asked, “Are you a child of God?” 
or, “Are your sins forgiven?” or, “Have 
you eternal life?” or, “Are you saved?” 
they reply, “I hope so, but I do not 
know.” They continue for a while in 
their religious practices, but, never hav- 
ing been born again because of unbelief, 
they eventually fall away and cease to 
attend the Sunday schcol or the Bible 
class, and lose all interest in the things 
of God. In John 1:12, we have the 
blessed promise, “But as many as re- 
ceived him, to them gave he power to 
become the sons of God, even to them 
that believe on his name.” As soon as 
a boy or girl is old enough to under- 
stand what these words mean, he should 
be led in love definitely to receive Jesus 
Christ as Lord and confess Him with his 
mouth, and then believe God’s promise 
and speak out the word of faith, namely, 
“IT am a child of God.” When ques- 
tioned as to how he knows he is a child 
of God, he should be able to say, be- 
cause God’s Word says so, “God has 
adopted me into His family, and I am 
saved.” (Gal. 4:5.) 

After a Sunday school pupil has been 
shown his need of being saved from the 
wrath to come, he should be asked to 
turn in his Bible to Romans 10:9, 10, 
“That if thou shalt confess with thy 
mouth the Lord Jesus, and shalt believe 
in thine heart that God hath raised him 
from the dead, thou shalt be saved. For 
with the heart man believeth unto right- 
eousness; and with the mouth confession 
is made unto salvation.” 

The teacher can explain how God 
raised the body of Christ out of Joseph’s 
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tomb and how He appeared to His dis- 
ciples, saying, “Handle me, and see; for 
a spirit hath not flesh and bones, as ye 
see me have” (Luke 24:39). If the pupil 
confesses with his mouth Jesus as Lord, 
he should be led to speak out the word 
of faith and say with all boldness, and 
yea humility, “I am seved.” If he does 
not say so, then ask him to read John 
1:12 and Galatians 4:4, 5, again and again 
until he believes God’s sure promise, and 
says, “I am saved, for God says so. I 
am adopted into His family.” 

God said it, 

Jesus did it; 

I believe it, 

And that settles it. 

We are saved by the grace of God 
through faith in the Word of God and 
the Son of God. Pray much, teacher, 
that every member of your class shall 
come to a saving faith in the risen Christ, 
and they will never become cold and 
indifferent to the things of God, 

When I was twelve years old, I had a 
strong desire to become a Christian, and 
so I said to my father, “I would like to 
join the church.” 

He replied, “Have you 
matter through carefully?” 

I said, “I have.” 

As a boy my idea of becoming a Chris- 
tian was to join the church, read my 
Bible, say my prayers, and do the best 
I could to be a “good boy.” So one 
Sunday, by appointment, I sat on a front 
seat in the church and two of the elders 
came to me and inquired if I wished to 
join the church. Then they asked, “Do 
you love Jesus?” I replied with con- 
siderable emotion that I did, and that 
was al] they said to me. They did not 
call my attention to a single promise in 
God’s Word, or encourage me to speak 
out the word of faith. They did not tell 
me that only through acceptance of 
Jesus Christ and relying upon Him for 
forgiveness of my sins could I be saved, 
or become a child of God. 

Often have I wished they had done 
something like that, for, as a result of 
my lack of faith, I continued about 
twenty years in unbelief and had no in- 
terest in the things of God. I did not 
understand the Bible when I read it, 
but had the idea that when I died and 
met God at the judgment and the books 
were opened, I would find out whether 
I was saved and going to Heaven, or 
was lost and would have to go to hell. 
As a result of this ignorance and unbe- 
lief on my part, when I left home at the 
age of nineteen to attend college I de- 
cided that I would give up all religion, 
for I found no satisfaction in it, and 
that there was no such thing. Later, 
I discovered that all through those years 
of wandering in unbelief I was no more 
than a religious sinner and that I was 
not a born-again child of God. 

I relate this experience in order to 
emphasize the great need of bringing 
Sunday school pupils to a saving faith 
in the Lord Jesus Christ as early as 


thought the 
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possible, for “the carnal mind [natural 
mind] is enmity against God: for it is 
not subject to the law of God, neither 
indeed can be” (Rom, 8:7). “The heart 
is deceitful above all things, and des- 
perately wicked: who can know it?” 
(Jer. 17:9); “But the natural man re- 
ceiveth not the things of the Spirit of 
God: for they are foolishness unto him: 
neither can he know them, because they 
are spiritually discerned” (1 Cor, 2:14). 
It is far more important that our pupils 
should become new creatures in Christ 
Jesus (2 Cor. 5:17), than it is merely to 
teach them Bible truths, for it matters 
not how attractive and interestingly they 
may be presented by the teacher, they 
cannot be fully understood until those 
taught are born again through the ac- 
ceptance of Jesus Christ as Lord and the 
gift of God is imparted to them by the 
Holy Spirit.

Cruising Along British Columbian 
and Alaskan Coasts 


KAGWAY is the northernmost port 
of call of the S.S. Chilcotin, char- 
tered exclusively for the Christian Fel- 
lowship Tour. Here the prospectors of 
the “Klondike Rush” of 1898 began their 
trek over the Chilkoot Pass to the head- 
waters of the Yukon and the rich gold 
deposits. Now in the coaches of the 
White Pass and Yukon Railroad the Fel- 
lowship group will follow part of that 
famous “Trail of 98” through mountain 
passes. They will have lunch at Lake 
Bennett and return to Skagway in time 
to visit the quaint shops or the museum, 
Near midnight, July 25, the Chilcotin 
gets under way again, and the party 
awakens the next morning in the peace- 
ful, majestic Lynn Canal. The _ ship 
soon turns toward the northwest, skirts 
high precipices to Glacier Bay, where 
some of Alaska’s mightiest glaciers may 
be seen, including the 350-square-mile 
Muir Glacier. 

Sunday, July 27, will be spent at Sitka, 
historically the most notable settlement 
in Alaska. Situated on an island, against 
the background of forests and snow- 
capped peaks, it was once the Russian 
capital. The oldest church in Alaska, 
the Cathedral of St. Michae] (Russian 
Orthodox), still stands imposingly at the 
top of one of its streets. There is a 
fine collection of totem poles in Totem 
Park, a short walk from the center of 
town. A worship service will be held 
aboard the ship, or possibly in the Shel- 
don Jackson School, the well-known 


mission school of the Presbyterian 
Church. The southbound passage from 


Sitka will take the party through new 
channels not traversed on the northward 
cruise. 

The quaint Indian village of Metla- 
katla will be visited; and the Chilcotin 
will cruise for a day in Gardner Canal, 
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majestic snow-capped 
waterfalls, rivals the 
fjords of Norway. A stop will be made 
at Butedale, noted for its fishing and 
canning industry: and the following 
morning the party will stop at Ocean 
Falls, where a tour will be taken through 
a large paper mill, 

Returning to Vancouver, the party has 
a day for sightseeing, and dinner and 
an overnight stay at one of Canada’s 
finest hotels, the Hotel Vancouver. The 
next day the party crosses the Strait of 
Georgia to Nanaimo, takes a beautiful 
tour on Vancouver Island, to Victoria, 
the capital of British Columbia, where 
they will have dinner and spend the 
night at the magnificent Empress Hotel. 

There will be a free day in this beau- 
tiful city, with time to see the gorgeous 
flower gardens or visit the old-world 
shops, all of which remind one of Eng- 
land. The famous Butchart Gardens are 
one of the sights well worth seeing. 

Complete details of this year’s tour, 
including Yellowstone Park, Mt. Hood, 
Rocky Mountain National Park, and

collapses and the Russian masses are 
free, the last thing to be expected will 
be their return to the old type of re- 
ligion. For thirty-four years the young 
of Russia have been trained in anticleri- 
cal atheism.

Approach to the Lesson 


E Bible clearly upholds the right 
of private property. The Com- 
mandment against stealing implies 
that right, and the last Commandment 
specifies that my neighbor’s property 
must be regarded as inviolate, not only 
against theft, but against illicit desire. 
It is not enough that “thou shalt not 
steal,” but, “thou shalt not covet 
any thing that is thy neighbour’s.” 

When communal ownership was prac- 
ticed in the early church, it was on a 
purely voluntary basis. Peter made this 
perfectly plain to Ananias, who tried to 
pass for a good “communist” when he 
was actually retaining some of the pro- 
ceeds of his sale of property in personal 
ownership. “Whiles it remained, was it 
not thine own? and after it was sold, 
was it not in thine own power?” (Acts 
5:4.) See how even that attempt at 
voluntary communal ownership was sub- 
ject to gross abuses. There are abuses 
enough in private ownership, but the com- 
munist principle invites corruption of 
the worst sort. 

There is only one answer to the age- 
long problem of property. That is a 
recognition that “the earth is the Lord’s, 
and the fulness thereof” (Psa. 24:1), and 
that we stand in the place of stewards. 
The word “ownership” will then take on 
new meaning, and carry the sense of 
responsibility. Our possessions will then 
be but instruments of service, to God 
and to men. Such a conception will rule 
out theft, and covetousness, and graft, 
and dishonest gain, and oppression, and

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miserliness, and will foster diligence and 
generosity and carefulness and honor. 


Verse by Verse 

Evod. 20:15.—“Thou shalt not steal.” 
Whether crudely or cunningly, whether 
by violence or deceit, whether much or 
little, the command is clear. 

Luke 16:1.—“‘A steward .. . was ac- 
cused ,. . that he had wasted his goods.” 
A steward was put in trust with his 
master’s property. This steward, instead 
of making the estate pay dividends to 
his lord, used his office for luxurious 
living and acted quite irresponsibly, The 
word “wasted” here is the same as that 
used of the prodigal son in chapter 15:13,

2—‘Give an account of thy 
thou mayest be no 
longer steward.” There is a day of reck- 
oning for all. This accounting was to 
close the account so far as this servant 
was concerned. The accusations of verse 
1 were too manifestly true to make the 
matter stand in doubt. 

Verse 3.—“What shall I do? ,.., ,I 
cannot dig; to beg I am ashamed.” His 
soft life had unfitted him for hard work, 
and his pride shrank from the humilia- 
tion of begging. He might have added, 
“And nobody else will trust me with 
a stewardship.” How men defeat their 
own ends by their sin! 

Verse 4.—“I am resolved ,, . that... 
they may receive me into their houses.” 
An idea suddenly strikes him. His self- 
interest makes his brain fertile. He has 
become so accustomed to living on what 
is not his own that he has no conscience 
about “sponging” on his friends. 

Verse 5.—‘“So he called every one of 
his lord’s debtors.” Not to a general

conclave, which would have given evi- 
dence of his fraud, but each one pri- 
vately, giving each the impresssion that 
he was doing him a very special favor. 

Verse 6—“An hundred measures of 
oil... . Write fifty.” A hundred “baths.” 
equal to 868 gallons. A fifty per cent 
reduction in that debt! The transaction 
probably involved the destruction of the 
old bill and the writing out of a new one. 


Verse 7.—‘An hundred 
wheat. ., . Fourscore.” “Measures” here 
are different. They are “cors,” a hun- 
dred of which would make 1,083 bushels, 
according to T. W. Manson, quoted by 
Geldenhuys (“Commentary on the Gos- 
pel of Luke.” p. 418, Wm. B. Eerdmans 
Pub. Co., Grand Rapids 3, Mich., $6). 
He was not so generous with this debtor 
probably because he did not expect so 
much in return. 


Verse 8—“And the 
the unjust steward.” The “lord” is not 
the Lord. The commendation was nct 
for injustice, but for cleverness. The 
“sons of this age” are those who par- 
take of the character of this age with its 
emphasis on material gain. They use 
wisdom and tact in their dealings with 
each other for personal ends, which often 
the children of God lack in promoting 
higher ends. How we need James 1:5!

Verse 9.—“‘Make to yourselves friends 
of the mammon of unrighteousness.” 
Material wealth, despite its evil asso- 
ciations, may be put to the uses of right- 
eousness, and a faithful stewardship will 
create friendships which will pay divi- 
dends even in Heaven. We are not 
taught here that Heaven is won by good 
deeds, but we can at least imagine a 
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welcoming committee of those who have 
been blessed through our good offices! 


Verse 10.—“Faithful in that which is 
least . . . also in The mere fact 
of promotion dees not change a man 
The “set” of life is given in the days of 
little things. 

Verse 11.—“Who will commit to 
trust the true riches?” Material wealth is

The Heart of the Lesson 

Our first thought, when stealing is 
mentioned, is the idea of surreptitiously 
snatching something which belongs to 
somebody else, out of Mother’s purse, 
or out of a roommate's locker, or, more 
professionally, out of some _ innocent’s 
pocket. All such snatching, whether by 
cunning or by violence, is certainly for- 
bidden by the Eighth Commandment. 
But the lesson committee was wise to 
append to this Commandment two Scrip- 
ture portions which deal with stealing 
of other sorts. The story of the steward 
(Luke 16:1-8) shows an employee steal- 
ing from his employer by wasteful and 
irresponsible use of the resources en- 
trusted to him, and then by fraudulent 
transactions. The story of Zacchzus 
shows one who used his position under 
the government to fleece the people with 


complete immunity. The one had his 
“boss” in his rower, the other had 
the taxpayers at his mercy, and both 
used their rositions to obtain what was 
not rightfully theirs. Whatever the 
means uSed, any channeling into our 


own coffers of what rightly belongs to 
another is stealing, and is sin. The 
amount of stealing going on today, in 
government circles, is surely indicative 
that our moral condition has sunk to 
very low levels. 

The basis of all this stealing is putting 
too high a value on material things. If 
only men saw “things” in the light of 
eternity, they would surely not be will- 
ing to pay the price of moral guilt for 
them. When Christians stoop to it, it is 
a denial of their professed standards of 
value. We claim to have seen the worth 
of eternal things, yet in stealing we de- 
clare that the things of this present time 
are worth sinning for, worth the breach 
of our fellowship with God, worth the 
shattering of the testimony of Christ! 

Stealing is also a denial of God’s faith- 
fulness. If we believe that “your 


heavenly Father knoweth that ye have . 


need of all these things,” and that “my 
God shall supply all your need accord- 
ing to his riches in glory by Christ 
Jesus” (Matt. 6:32; Phil, 4:19), we shall 
certainly not turn to theft to obtain that 
which we trust Him to provide!

“Thou shalt not steal” (Exod. 20:15). 
—This Commandment forbids all forms 
of theft—whether of money, property, or 
time. Stealing is such a common and 
universal sin today that it is not often 
condemned publicly. The value of the 
things stolen must run into large figures 
before much public attention is given 
to it, 

A banker who embezzled $50,000 in 
seven years, when apprehended, said he 
stole to stave off starvation. He was 
being paid “about $250 a month.” One 
wonders what type of diet the banker 
felt necessary to ward off starvation. 

The daily paper says: “Authorities 
launched a widespread search for thieves 
who stole $48,000—the savings of an 
eighty-year-old widow.” She told offi- 
cers she kept the money locked in a 
trunk. 

The biggest theft in the nation’s his- 
tory occurred in Reno, Nev., on Febru- 
ary 29. Thieves entered a multimillion- 
aire’s home and removed a 400-pound 
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safe from a bedroom closet. The safe 
contained two and one-half million dol- 
lars in cash, bonds, and jewelry. 


Mink coat bribes, nation-wide income 
tax scandals, and the like, receive much 
attention in the press, but the failure of 
thousands upon thousands of employees 
to give “a fair day’s work for a fair 
day’s pay” generally passes unnoticed. 

There is one form of robbery which 
the civil authorities can do nothing 
about, viz.: robbing God in the matter of 
tithes and offerings (Mal. 3:8). 

A thief broke into a preacher’s library 
and took 720 typewritten sermons, and 
the minister’s tape recording equipment, 
Needless to say, the pastor is hoping that 
the thief will read and believe the mes- 
sages, and that conviction and conver- 
sion will follow—also deliverance from 
the habit of stealing. 

Instead of stealing, the Lord would 
have us work and earn sufficient to meet 
our own needs and have a surplus to 
“give to him that needeth” (Eph. 4:28).

careless readers of the Scriptures why 
the Lord Jesus would do such a thing 
as commend an unjust steward. I an- 
swer, “He didn’t!” “Ah!” they say, “but 
the text says, ‘the lord commended the 
unjust steward.’” Certainly, it says that, 
but “lord” there is spelled with a small 
“1.” The “lord” in that verse was not 
the Lord Jesus, but the steward’s em- 
ployer. 

Even that “lord” did not commend the 
steward for being unjust, but for being 
shrewd in looking toward his future. 

When the steward discovered that his 
unfaithfulness was known to his em- 
ployer, he knew he was going to lose his 
position. He did not have the physical 
strength—nor the desire—to dig; and he 
was utterly ashamed to beg. Something 
must be done about his future. He 
determined to cut down the bills of his 
employer’s debtors, so as to put them 
under obligation to befriend him when 
he was discharged. Although this was 
done at the rich man’s expense, he ad- 
mired the steward’s foresight and pru- 
dence—not his dishonesty. 

“Make to yourselves friends of the 
mammon of unrighteousness” (Luke 16: 
9).—The Revised Standard Version ren- 
ders the verse, “And I tell you, make 
friends for yourselves by means of un- 
righteous mammon, so that when it fails 
they may receive you into the eternal 
habitations.” 

The word “mammon” means wealth or 
riches. Since riches are virtually wor- 
shiped by the unrighteous, and used in 
many unrighteous ways, they are called 
the mammon of unrighteousness. 

The Lord’s advice is that we should 
use money and things to make friends 
for eternity. This can be done in many 
ways. Bibles, Testaments, Gospels, 
tracts, and baoks can be purchased and 
given away. One’s home, car, larder, 
library, and so forth, can be effectively 
used in making such friends. Good, 
sound, spiritual magazines can be sub- 
scribed for and sent to those who cannot 
subscribe for them themselves. 

While at a certain service, a man ap- 
proached me, and with beaming coun- 
tenance, said: “I’m delighted to see you. 
You once sent me some money which 
was a godsend to me—it was the turn- 
ing point in my life! I shall never for- 
get it, and I shall never cease being 
grateful to you!” I had forgotten all 
about the gift. 

The incident caused me to reflect—if 
it is sweet to be greeted thus on earth, 
what will it be in Heaven, the everlast- 
ing habitations, to be welcomed not only 
by the Lord, but by all whom we be- 
friended while on earth? 

The Lord enables us to heed His ad- 
vice and determine to make friends for 
eternity, regardless of the cost in mate- 
rial things. 

Whatever we spend on others for the 
Lord’s glory has a value that extends 
beyond time; whatever is spent on self- 
ish gratifications perishes in the using. 
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The Lord says, “The silver is mine, 
and the goid is mine,” and again, “The 
earth is the Lord’s, and the fulness 
thereof.” We are only stewards of all 
we have. How much of it are we using 
for His work and glory? 

We lose what on ourselves we spend, 

We have as treasure without end 

Whatever, Lord, to Thee we lend 

Who givest all.

AY, fellows, there are so many ways 

to steal! It would seem that the 
Devil has taxed his own genius to invent 
many different methods of camouflaged 
stealing. All the way from high govern- 
ment officials down to the little street 
urchin who snitches an apple off the 
fruit stand, there are various methods 
by which one can take something that 
does not belong to him. 

The Eighth Commandment in four 
one-syllable words says: “Thou shalt not 
steal.” Breaking this Commandment is 
one result of first breaking the Tenth 
Commandment which we will be study- 
ing two weeks hence. This matter of 
Stealing often comes in clever disguises 
to seem trivial or harmless. 

In the old days, the conductor would 
come through the streetcar collecting 
the nickel fare from the passengers. One 
day I was standing in the aisle of a car 
near aé_ well-dressed man. In the 
crowded condition of the car, stopping 
to let passengers on and off, the con- 
ductor failed to collect from this man. 
He could have handed his fare to the 
conductor as he came back, but he 
winked at me and smiled, saying, “The 
company will never miss that nickel.” 
He would have been insulted if accused 
of picking a man’s pocket, or robbing a 
bank. He would fight if you called him 
a common thief. He put the emphasis 
in the wrong place; of course the com- 
pany would not miss that nickel, but re- 
maining in his pocket as it did, that little 
coin wecrked immeasurable damage to 
his character. 

Stealing is taking something that does 
not belong to you, without the owner's 
consent—no matter what means are used 
to possess it. In the case of the unjust 
steward in our lesson text today, this 
man used his position of trust to feather 
his own nest by defrauding his employer, 
He had the authority to cut that debtor's 
bill in half at the expense of another, 
and he did so in order to gain favor for 
himself. That was stealing, just the 
same as if he had taken the money for 
himself. “And the lord commended the 
unjust steward, because he had done 
wisely.” You notice the word “lord” 
here is spelled with a little “1.” It was 
the unjust steward’s master who said 
that (and I marvel at his patience in 
saying it!), but our Lord used the inci-

dent to teach us to be wise in the han- 
dling of money and other material 
things, especially when we occupy a 
position of trust, even in what may seem 
to be trivial details. 

Let me tell you of an unusual man 
in this connection. A county clerk in 
one of the larger cities of South Caro- 
lina would never use the county's stamps 
and stationery for his personal corre- 
spondence; and that is not all: he had 
two bottles of ink and two pens on his 
desk—one belonged to the county, the 
other was his own. When he wrote a 
personal letter he was careful to pick 
up his personal pen and dip it in his 
personal ink. His personal friend the 
pastor of his church told me that, and I 
am sure it is true. Do you think the 
county clerk was too particular? Well, 
one thing sure, he could be trusted with 
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county funds. Jesus said, “He that is 
faithful in that which is least is faithful 
also in much,” and fellows, the Lord 
Jesus knows. “Thou shalt not steal.”

My Class of Girls

My RESPONSIBILITY FOR PROPERTY 
ODAY we'll have Deana’s report on 
how she spent Sunday afternoon. 

“Dora’s folks took me with them to 
visit a family who have a spastic boy. 
He is not able to get to Sunday school, 
so we had a sort of Sunday school with 
him. We sang hymns and choruses, we 
learned verses, Dora’s mother told a 
Bible story, and we played Bible games 
with him. I think he loves the Lord, 
too. His mother said she was very glad 
we came. She said it cheered him up 
wonderfully.” 

That was a fine way to spend Sunday 
afternoon. I wish he lived near enough 
for some of us to go every Sunday. 
Let’s all be on the watch for people 
we might cheer up on Sunday after- 
noons. 

Our lesson today is on the Command- 
ment, “Thou shalt not steal.” I am sure 
you are all thinking, “That is some- 
thing no Christian would ever do.” Well, 
let us read our Bible lesson and see 
what we learn from it, 

Turn to Luke 16 and read the first 
two verses. Of what was the steward 
accused? (Of wasting his master’s 
goods.) If he had just wasted his own 
money, he would have been foolish, but 
wasting his master’s property was really 
stealing. 

What makes us believe that the accusa- 
tion was true? (The steward must have 
been unable to prove his innocence, for 
he lost his job. The rest of the story 
shows that he had no conscience.) Both 
these things are true, and we all seem 
to be agreed that the man was guilty of 
the charge. 

When the steward found out that he 
was to be discharged at the end of the 
month, what did he do? Read verses 3 
to 7. (He let those who owed his mas- 
ter cut down their bills.) Here again 
he was stealing from his master. If 
they had owed the steward, he would 
have had a right to do this, but not 
when they owed his master. Why did 
he do this? (He was making friends 
with his lord’s debtors, so that they 
would invite him to stay with them 
when he had to leave his master’s 
house.) 

What did his master say about it? 
(He praised the wisdom of his stew- 
ard.) His master seems to have been 
one of those fine people who try to find 
something to commend in everyone. He 
could not praise the man for his honesty, 
since he was losing his job because he 
was dishonest. It is unlikely that

he ever again got a position as stew- 
ard. For even those with whom he 
made friends by cheating his em- 
ployer could not write him a recom- 
mendation for honesty. I expect he did 
come to digging or begging, although 
these friends may have taken him in 
while he looked around for something 
better. The unjust steward was com- 
mended for his wisdom. He used the 
money he handled and the influential 
position he had to make friends instead 
of trying to make more money for him- 
self to carry away. Friends are worth 
more than mceney even in this life, and 
the unjust steward was wise enough to 
know it. Notice also that it was not our 
Lord who commended him, but his lord; 
that just means the man who had hired 
him. It does not say that he rehired 
him, but only that he said something 
like this, “You were wise to use your 
last few days in my employ to make 
friends for yourself.” 

Notice how verse 8 ends. The unjust 
steward was certainly not a_= saved 
man, but he was an example of how the 
children of this world are wiser than 
the children cf light. Many Christians 
place money-getting ahead of making 
friends. This is unwise even as far as 
this world is concerned, and it is a 
tragic mistake in regard to the next 
world. Our business here as Christians 
is to make friends with people so that 
we may lead them to Christ. We should 
use our money, our position, and cur 
influence toward this end. Then what 
a welcome we shall receive when we 
reach Heaven! I believe that all those 
whom we have won to Christ will be 
waiting at the gate to welcome us in! 

Read verses 10 to 12 and you will see 
the dishonesty cf the unjust steward is 
wholly condemned. Verse 10 says, “He 
that is unjust in the least is unjust also 
in much.” Verse 11 tells us that if a 
person is dishonest in mcney matters, 
he certainly cannot be trusted with true 
riches. Verse 12 states that if he has 
been dishonest in the service of another 
man, he cannot expect to have any prop- 
erty of his own. 

But I think this passage carries a 
deeper lesson than the fact that dishon- 
esty brings punishment and that making 
friends is more important than making 
money. All of us who are saved are 
stewards of God. The very fact that 
we are saved proves that we are not our 
own but have been bought with a price, 
even the precious blood of Christ. If 
we belong to God. so does our time, 
our money, and our talents. Are we 
using these for the Lord? Or are we 
wasting His goods? I believe every 
Christian is wasting his Master’s goods 
until he obeys Romans 12:1. Read it. 
The Holy Spirit here, by the Apostle 
Paul, begs Christians to present their 
bodies to God for a living sacrifice, that 
is to yield them wholly to Him that He 
may use them for His glory. 

Have you girls done that? Have you 
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ever said to the Lord: “Thou hast made 
me and hast redeemed me, so I belong 
to Thee. I gladly yield myself to Thee 
to be what Thou dost want me to be, 
to say what Thou dost want me to say, 
and to go where Thott dost want me to 
go”? If you have never said this to 
your Lord, you have never had the full 
joy of the Christian life. Satan will try 
to keep you from consecration to God. 
He will tell you that life from there on 
will be dull and gloomy. But the Lord 
said that the Devil was a liar from the 
beginning. The happiest people I know 
are those who have gladly given them- 
selves wholly to the Lord, and who recog- 
nize themselves as His stewards, holding 
all their possessions in trust for Him. 
If you hesitate to make this decision, ask 
the Lord to give you a new realization 
of how much you cost Him. In the light 
of Calvary, you cannot do less, and in 
the light of eternity you will wonder 
why you did not do it long ago. 

Don't forget that we will want to 
hear next Sunday how you spent this 
Sunday afternoon.

Immediately salt and 
light began to show in his life (v. 8).

cheated? Yes, he made it right with 
them, and more than right—four times 
as much! The things we listed on the 
blackboard may make you think of some 
dark things in your own life. What 
about the pure heart, the salt and light 
in your life? Have you asked the Lord 
to forgive you and make your heart 
clean? Can you give up what you prize 
in order to be unselfish and help some- 
one who doesn’t have what you have? 
Will you make right anything you got 
in a wrong way? Zacchzeus was happy. 
So was the Lord Jesus. You will be, too,

é¢ FOHNNY, you were late this morn- 
ing. What was the matter?” the 
teacher asked. 

“Oh, I forgot to look at the clock. I 
don’t care,” was Johnny’s answer. Again 
the teacher, “Johnny, be careful, you are 
losing your paper and your memory 
card.” “Oh, I don’t care if I do lose 
them.” Once again, “Johnny, why don’t 
you sit around straight in your chair, 
and sit up like the other boys? See 
how nice they look.” “I don’t like to sit 
straight in my chair, and I don’t care 
how I look.” 

Think twice about the careless child. 
Maybe his “don’t care” attitude is to 
cover up a deep inferiority complex, 
a feeling that he is never quite right, and 
he doesn’t know what to do about it, so 
he wants everybody to think he doesn’t 
care. That may be his defense against 
the world, because he cares too much. 
If you think that is his problem, keep 
trying to get him to do things just once 
as they should be done, and praise him 
for it. Call attention of the class to the 
fact that Johnny is on time, that Johnny 
is sitting up so straight and fine. This 
sometimes works miracles, if he really 
would like to be different. 

But his carelessness may be a real lack 
of any desire to be orderly, prompt, or 
careful. I have known whole families 
with that attitude. The house was al- 
ways in a wild state of confusion, work 
never caught up, Mother always rushing 
to try to get somewhere on time. but 
always late, arriving half dressed; chil- 
dren the same, always missing the school 
bus and being late to school; Father at 
work all day, and being on time, and 
wondering what was the matter that his 
family never got things done as other 
people did. A child from that sort of 
family is to be pitied, and I doubt 
whether the Sunday school teacher can 
do much about it. She can call atten- 
tion to the fact that he was late, and 
urge him to be on time next time. She 
can constantly try to impress habits of 
promptness and orderliness, but I’m not 
saying she will succeed. 

A sense of order seems to be born 
in some people, and absolutely left out 
of another person in the same family, 
born of the same parents, and reared 
in the same house. Some men are very 
disorderly in their homes and systematic 
and orderly in their office, and some 
women the same. On the other hand, 
some men and women are orderly and 
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careful in their own homes, but act like 
headless horsemen when they try to 
manage a business. 

After a lot of living, and trying to 
help careless people to be systematic, I 
have come to the conclusion that there 
is not much we can do about it. The 
trouble lies in the brain, a lack of the 
power of organization, and a sense of 
time. If they really want to change, the 
Lord can change them, but they seldom 
really desire it; and no small child does, 
though he may have a bump of orderli- 
ness that has never had a chance to 
grow in a careless home. So give them 
all a chance, and do be patient with 
them, no matter hqw they irritate your 
orderly soul. 

Now for the lesson, “Thou shalt not 
steal.” Surely we need that lesson to- 
day as perhaps never before. Oh, we 
still arrest the man who steals a car, 
or breaks into a house, but if he steals 
a few million dollars from the Govern- 
ment, we have a hard time doing any- 
thing about it. Honesty! What does it 
mean? It means not taking one penny 
that is not ours. It means the child in 
the home as well as the Government 
official. If the child in the home is 
taught God’s command, and brought to 
love the Lord Jesus Christ, allowing the 
Holy Spirit to come into his heart, he 
will never be the embezzler or the 
crooked politician. 

Too often the child is taught, “Thou 
shalt not steal,” but he comes to know 
of dishonest things his parents do. He 
rides on the streetcar, and hears his 
mother insist he is not six, when he 
knows he was six on his last birthday. 
He hears his father joke about how he 
walked out of the restaurant and didn’t 
pay for his lunch. As he gets a little 
older, he will hear his father and his 
friends joke about how they cheated on 
their income tax. How can such chil- 
dren be honest? 

If you have been dishonest, there is 
just one way to make it right. Zac- 
chzus had no doubt cheated people out 
of money, for he was a tax collector for 
the Romans, and the way they got rich 
was by getting all the extra tax money 
they could. But what happened when 
Zacchzeus met the Lord? His heart was 
changed, and he told Jesus he would 
pay back four times as much as he had 
taken unjustly, stolen. from anybody. 
That was really making it right. 

If one of the children has taken some- 
thing that is not his, let’s call it by its 
ugly name—he is a thief. First he must 
ask the Lord Jesus to forgive him, and 
then give back what he stole. Some- 
times that cannot be done, but he must 
confess to the person from whom he 
stole and ask forgiveness. Don’t soft- 
pedal that. It’s too easy to let them off 
without confession both to the Lord and 
the person wronged. That makes a deep 
impression. It did on me. I was quite 
sure Jesus would forgive me, but I 
wasn’t so sure about the person whom 
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I had cheated just a little in a book 
transaction. This is one lesson every 
Primary child can understand, and one 
each one of them needs.

HE missionary unlocked her trunk 

and took out the scissors. Things 
seemed to have a tendency to disappear, 
here in Pakistan, and good scissors were 
scarce and precious articles. Now the 
missionary was taking them out, for 
there would be work for the scissors 
today.

missionary’s house,

bringing the school machine.” 

Bua Mariam, the sewing teacher in 
the girls’ school, was appointed chief 
cutter. 

“Try these nice new 
suggested the missionary.

“Wonderful!” exclaimed Bua, as she 
cut a length of bright print. “These are 
much better than mine.” 

With the keen-edged scissors, the cut- 
ting went fast. Soon shirts and trousers 
began to pile up, ready for the easy 
sewing which would complete them.

The pastor’s wife came, first of all, 
with her sewing machine, and the wives 
of the teachers in the boys’ school—

CCIDENT - PREVENTION _ drives 

have frequently made use of the 
slogan, “The best time to handle an ac- 
cident problem is before it happens.” 
While marriage should by no means be 
called an “accident,” nevertheless the 
best time to consider and deal with 
marriage problems is before they occur, 
and we saw last week, in the first of this 
series of two topics on “Courtship and 
Marriage,” some of the ways in which 
trouble may be avoided. We saw the 
need of care in choosing our friends. 
The value of the counsel of Christian 
parents and trusted Christian friends 
was emphasized. The need for a knowl- 
edge of the family and background of 
anyone to whom our thoughts may be 
turning in the matter of courtship was 
stressed. The importance of a careful 
survey of the economic side of a life 
partnership was mentioned. And we 
saw that, above all, we have no right, 
as Christians, to become linked in mar- 
riage with an unbeliever. We may sum- 
marize all this by saying that the Chris- 
tian’s marriage should be: 


In God’s time; 

To the one of God’s choice; 

Recognizing Christ as Head; 

Seeking in all things His will.- 
4 

But, having followed, to the best of 
our understanding, God’s safeguards for 
a happy courtship and marriage, we 
must realize that we cannot then rest 
back assured that there is nothing more 
to be done. Marital bliss, like a tender 
plant, must not only be started well, but 
must also be nurtured and cultivated 
and protected if it is to bear the fruit of 
lasting peace and blessing. 

God’s Word tells us in Matthew 19: 4-6, 
“Have ye not read, that he which made 
them at the beginning made them male 
and female, and said, For this cause shall 
a man leave father and mother, and 
shall cleave to his wife: and they twain 
shall be one flesh? Wherefore they are 
no more twain, but one flesh. What 
therefore God hath joined together, let 
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not man put asunder.” Several impor- 
tant principles are stated here. First 
notice that the two who enter into a 
union, under God’s direction and plan, 
become merged into one (v. 5). This 
does not mean the giving up of individ- 
uality, but it does mean many adjust- 
ments and much co-operation and un- 
selfishness and self-surrender. It means 
a willingness to put up with or over- 
look traits of character and weaknesses 
that were not apparent during ccurtship. 
Such adjustment is possible when both 
partners are willing to lay each situa- 
tion before the Lord in prayer in self- 
surrender and let Him work out the 
solutions ‘that are best for all concerned. 
We need to see the necessity for the fam- 
ily altar in the home, not as some sort 
of religious gesture, but as a vital and 
absolute means to peace, contentment, 
and true happiness. 
he 

Another principle seen in the Scrip- 
ture portion from Matthew 19 shows us 
that God’s plan is for a life partnership 
(v. 6). Marriage is not to be some scrt 
of a trial or proving ground to see 
whether we could get along with this 
person or that, an arrangement to be 
dissolved conveniently when things do 
not work out right. Christian marriage 
is truly to be “in plenty and in want, 
in joy and in sorrow, in sickness and 
in health,” as long as both shall live. 


4 
A third principle in the Matthew 19 
portion shows that the wife, or the hus- 
band, as the case may be, is to be first 
in the thoughts of the other (v. 5), not 
that either is to cease to love their 
fathers or mothers, or other relatives, 
but in everything, and at all times, the 
husband or wife is to be put first. Loy- 
alty and devotion belong primarily to 
one’s life partner, and seccndarily to 
other relatives. 
4 
It will be found worth while to ex- 
tend the Scripture portion from Ephe- 
sians, mentioned with this week's topic, 
to include Ephesians 5:21 to 6:9. Here 
is God’s pattern for a happy home. The 
wife is reminded that her husband is 
the head of the household (see also 1 
Corinthians 11:3 and Genesis 3:16). 
Woman’s spiritual equality with man is 
recognized, for each are to submit to 
one another (v. 21), and the husband is 
admonished to love his wife even as 
Christ loved the Church and gave Him- 
self for it (v. 25). Furthermore the 
husband is to love his wife as his own 
body and to cherish her (vs. 28, 29). 
However, man’s responsible leadership 
in the household is also recognized. 
Concerning the creation of Eve, Matthew 
Henry makes an observation that is 
worthy of note at this point. He writes: 
“If man is the head, she is the crown, 
a crown to her husband, a crown of the 
visible creation. . . . Woman was made 
of a rib out of the side of man; not made 
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out of his head to rule over him, nor out 
of his feet to be trampled upon by him, 
but out of his side to be equal with him, 
under his arm to be protected, and near 
his heart to be beloved.” 
se 
Ephesians 6 continues with counsel 
concerning children and servants in the 
home, two relationships that indeed can 
be sources of misunderstanding and 
division and sorrow, or, on the other 
hand, can be sources of real blessing. 
The responsibility of children to obey 
their parents and honor them is stated 
(v. 1), as well as the responsibility of 
parents to teach and require such obe- 
dience, and to bring up their children 
in the nurture and admonition of the 
Lord (v. 4). Servants are enjoined to 
give obedience and faithful service as 
unto Christ (v. 5); but masters are also 
warned to do the same thing, and to 
forebear threatening and violence (v. 9). 
4 
God’s plan for a happy home is simple 
and sure, and we will make a “go” of 
marriage in that proportion in which we 
look to Him for direction and guidance 
and submit to His perfect will. There 
may be problems, but there will be none 
that will be too difficult for Him, and 
none which cannot be solved by Him if 
we will take them to Him and let Him 
show us how to work them out under 
His direction.

Among the French in Louisiana 


RECENT report comes from the 

Rev. Elmer H. Gillespie, crippled 
evangelist who, with his wife, is work- 
ing among the Frensh-speaking people 
in Lousiana. (Mrs. Gillespie is the 
daughter of Dr. W. H. Griffith 
Thomas, for some time the leading les- 
son writer for THE Sunpay ScHOOL 
TIMES.) His activities in January, Feb- 
ruary, and March included 20 radio, pro- 
grams conducted; 2,244 pieces of litera- 
ture distributed; 38 schools visited, 
reaching 4,400 pupils and 130 teachers. 
In approximately seven years 130 schools 
have been visited. Mr. Gillespie now 
has a weekly half hour on the radio 
as a representative of the local minis- 
terial association. On Sundays, 9.30 to 
10 a.m. (C.S.T.), he preaches and sings, 
with the musical co-operation of some 
college students. He also visits the par- 
ish jail each Sunday. From a pastor 
to whom he gave a Scofield Reference 
Bible came the following note: 

The work is still going fine. We are 
over 100 in Sunday school every Sun- 
day. Thank God for that and He shall 
have the glory. Our church is self- 
supporting now, thank God. Brother, 
I would like to have about two dozen 
New Testaments, please.

spirit of Python,” an evil spirit; and that

ing. The expression is, in various trans- 
lations: grieved” (Authorized);

(Companion Bible, margin). 

So it may be said that in the first case 
Paul officially applied an Old Testament 
Scripture to the rulers of the synagogue;

Ten Handicapped People Who Became 
Famous. By Basil Miller. (Zondervan 
Pub. House, Grand Rapids 2, Mich., $1.) 
None of Dr. Miller’s Ten Famous series 
will touch the heart more than this, 
and one feels impelled to glorify God 
anew at the triumphs here represented. 
The first to appear is Mary Jones, whose 
determination to overcome all obstacles 
in securing a Bible for her own, started 
the British and Foreign Bible Society. 
Next is Annie Johnson Flint, with her 
poems born out of physical brokenness 
coupled with spiritual wholeness. An- 
other who is granted a like testimony 
is Martha Snell Nicholson. History 
yields the blind writers, John Milton 
and George Matheson. To some it will 
be news that William Wilberforce, who 
persuaded Britain to free her slaves, 
was a hunchback; and that stammering 
Buddy Robinson, the widely loved 
Southern preacher, was an epileptic. The 
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leper missionary, Mary Reed, joins the 
group along with Christmas Evans, who 
brought revival blessing to Wales de- 
spite the loss of one eye. Dr. Paul 
Hutchens stands last on the roster, and 
one is amazed at his literary output in 
the face of such long continued illness. 

It is good to see in these accounts 
how the twin ministries of suffering and 
service reflect the spirit of Him who 
knew both to the fullest extent. 


Ten Slaves Who Became Famous. By 
Basil Miller. (Zondervan Pub. House, 
Grand Rapids 2, Mich., $1.) The pen por- 
traits Dr. Miller has drawn here have 
more than one thing in common—not 
only were these men at one time slaves, 
humanly speaking, but all were free men 
in Christ Jesus, with lives surrendered 
to His guidance. Booker T. Washington 
and George Washington Carver are well 
known to most readers. And Bible 
lovers are acquainted with Philemon’s 
slave, Onesimus. Sammy Morris is re- 
membered as the African who came all 
the way to New York City to talk with 
Stephen Merritt about the Holy Ghost. 
And Samuel Crowther was the black 
preacher consecrated in Canterbury 
Cathedral as first Bishop of the Niger. 
Then there is Amanda Smith, the wash- 
erwoman whom God sent half way 
around the world to “preach” in her odd, 
unforgettable manner And_ Richard 
Allen, founder of the African Methodist 
Church, and said to be the greatest Ne- 
gro apostle in America. Less known, 
perhaps, are Jeremiah Logan, who 
helped more than a thousand other 
slaves to escape to Canada; Frederick 
Douglas, government Minister to Haiti; 
and still another great apostle of free- 
dom, Jeremiah Henson, the inspiration 
for “Uncle Tom’s Cabin.” 

None can read these moving life stories 
without a new appreciation of freedom 
and the price many have paid to ob- 
tain it,

tainly the truth of that statement is 
even more apparent today. Mr. Elms 
has made it possible, in this his latest 
book, for boys and girls who have 
learned the primary lessons in United 
States geography to gain a substantial 
knowledge of our great land. Begin- 
ning at Niagara Falls, he takes a swing 
around the country, visiting, in his tour, 
eleven of the national parks, two na- 
tional mcnuments, besides several other 
outstanding places of interest. For each 
of these, the author devotes four pages, 
giving a brief historical, descriptive, as 
well as a pictorial sketch, which will 
fascinate and interest the children who 
are fortunate enough to receive one of 
these lovely books. Most of them will 
want to exclaim, as they finish the 
stories, “Let’s go!” It is to be regretted 
that the author accepts the astronomical 
figures regarding the earth’s age that 
are often advanced by modern science. 
Inside the front and back covers there 
is a good outline map of the United 
States, with the individual states also 
outlined, and picturesquely locating each 
of the nineteen places of interest de- 
scribed in the book. 


Stoney Batter. By Zoda Elizabeth An- 
derson. (Wm. B, Eerdmans Pub. Co., 
Grand Rapids 3, Mich., $3.) Very unlike 
were the brothers, Abraham and Daniel 
Fox—the cne simple and sincere and 
the other exactly the opposite. Together 
the boys left their Dutch home to tie 
their fortunes to the 1850 oil boom in 
western Pennsylvania. And _ together 
they purchased land, married, and built 
homes near Franklin. But it was Abe 
who set himself to wrest a living from 
“Stoney Batter,” as he called it, and who 
despite set-backs, forged ahead. Even 
the bitterress thet flooded in at the death 
of his two oldest children was soon dis- 
pelled by the faith of Sarah, his devout 
wife. When other children lived and 
there was much to praise God for, Sarah 
begged her man to do that praising in 
the kirk, to stand before the pecple as 
a saved sinner. But Abe declared hvpo- 
crites held him back. The real barrier. 
however, was Daniel, his brother, whose 
jealousy had become maniacal, for it 
was Abe, Daniel contended, who was 
always preferred, always helped by 
neighbors, was blessed with undeformed 
children, and finally whose oil well 
broke far ahead of his. Hate, goaded by 
liquor, brought about such persecutions 
as Abe found hard to forgive. Then there 
was that unnamable something that kept 
him dissatisfied with success and money 
—God was not in these things. 

Life at length taught Abe needed les- 
sons—life and death—for Sarah passed 
on suddenly, and one by one, the chil- 
dren married and were gone. Then 
there was nothing left but God. Not 
even when Daniel burned Abe’s house 
and barn did it matter so much. For 
now the only thing important was to 
repent, confess, believe, and receive. 
Satisfied at last, Abe went out of life 
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with the sunset, never knowing that the 
raging demons in Daniel’s heart had 
caused him to take his own life. 

This saga of the early days among the 
Pennsylvania Dutch and the oil region 
to the west serves to acquaint the 
reader with the hardships and heroism 
of that period. But more than that, it 
points out, without preachment and by 
a study in contrasts, the deep need for 
God in every life, no matter how in- 
herently good. 


The Bible and Modern Science. By 
Henry M. Morris, Ph.D. (Moody Press, 
Chicago 10; $2.50.) The author is quali- 
fied to write about both the Bible and 
modern science. He is a Bible believer 
who has been active in the study and 
teaching of the Word of God for many 
years. In the secular realm he has 
majored on scientific subjects and has 
gained honor and recognition in the field 
of engineering as a student and as a 
teacher. Dr. Morris is at present pro- 
fessor and head of the department of 
Civil Engineering at Southwestern Lou- 
isiana Institute. He writes with the 
avowed purpose of winning men to 
Christ as their personal Saviour and of 
strengthening the faith of those who do 
trust the Lord and His Word. To that 
end there is given here many of the 
evidences fr Christianity which show 
the reasonableness and the accuracy of 
the Biblical reccrd. Chapters on the 
theory of evolution, the Flood, history, 
fulfilled prophecy, and the like, provide 
more than enough information to show 
the reliability of the Scriptures. In ad- 
diticn to writing an intelligent and sat- 
isfying approach to the problem of sup- 
posed conflicts between the Bible and 
science the author has compiled a very 
complete and trustworthy bibliography 
that is most commendable. This is a 
good bock to place in the hands of any- 
one who needs to be reasoned with 
about the Christian faith. 

The Chief Steward. By J. E. Herrmann, 
(Concordia Pub, House, St. Louis 18; 
$1.75.) In this manual on pastoral lead- 
ership, the need of the world for the 
influence of lives completely dedicated 
to God through faith in Christ Jesus 
is emphasized. The pastor’s place and 
power as the chief among Christian 
stewards, the importance of his planning 
and leadership, his preaching and ex- 
ample, are vigorously expounded. The 
author uses strong, striking, straight- 
forward language to challenge men of 
the Christian ministry to more courage, 
to greater and more daring leadership. 
With a fina] “I dare you,” he urges pas- 
tors to move out of the “safety zone” 
to which they have withdrawn and to 
step into the stream of life as those of 
whom it cannot be said that they “would 
rather be safe than sat on.” Practical 
suggestions for enlarging and improving 
the work of the church are included in 
this volume. Although these are given 
with the Lutheran Church in mind, they 
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are easily adapted to other denomina- 
tional set-ups. Of additional interest are 
the black-and-white drawings, one for 
each chapter, which illustrate the re- 
spective topics.
